Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative argued fastener 44 indentified by 
examiner as providing frangible bond is refastenable and the specification of the present application defines the 
frangible bond as being fastened only once and not refastenable. The examiner indicated the argument is based on 
the function of the fastener and does not structural elements of the fastener. Applicant's representative argued 
fastener 44 is not outward of fastener 42 as disclosed in the specification page 15, lines 17-19. The examiner 
indicated giving the broadest reasonable interpretation and without bring limitations from the specification into the 
claims, fastener 42 is 'away' from fastener 44 and is , therefore, considered outward from one another. Agreement was 
not reached..
